Navarro county's only remaining 


Confederate 
Veteran, Lieutenant 


General Mlllodge Hannibal Woolf, 
recalled much of the colorful his- 
tory of the Old South, Texas and 
Navarro county, as ho was Inter- 
viewed this week on the occasion 
of his 95th birthday. 


Still active In mind and body, Lt. 


Gen. Woolf told an interesting and 
unusually accurate account of his 
early life and participation in the 
war between the States. Born on 
August 17, 1847, in Monticello, coun- 
ty seat of Jefforaon county, Florida, 
one of 12 children, Woolf'a early 
life was spent on a plantation. His 
boyhood was that of the typical 
farm boy, he narrated, on a 300- 
acre plantation worked with slaves, 


joined Confederate Army. 


In 1804 Woolf, who was 17 yeara 


old, 
joined the Confederate Army 


and served 12 months with tho Sec- 
ond Florida Infantry Reserves, Co. 
E. Most of his fighting experience 
was in skirmishes In tho Gulf of 
Mexico area, but, he emphasized, 
his company emerged victorious in 
all skirmishes. The one big battle 
in which he fought was in the Na- 
tural Bridge Battle on March 6, 
18fi5. 


Here the old soldier digressed 


from his own story to give a his- 
torical sketch which ho saya few 
people know. According to Woolf 
the last shot of the war was flrod 
on Texas soil, May 13\ 186S at Palm- 
ito Ranch, under General J. E. 
Slaughter. 


After the war he returned to his 


mother's homo at Monticello, tho 
home which was taken up from a 
grant of tho government. Speaking 
briefly concerning his ancestors, tho 
Southerner said his parents and 
grandparents came to Florida from 
Georgia anil South Carolina. 


No Schools After \Vur. 


When questioned about schooling, 


Woolf aalrt ho never had any except 
what his. mother taught him and 
what he learned himself. Before tho 
war all schools were paid schools 
and when theae 
worn 
destroyed 


after the war, there were no schools 
until the free ones were estahlinli- 
ed. "I learned to read tho news- 
paper in 1887," ho told the reporter. 
"There was state prohibition and 
so much Interest and talk about It 
I decided I had to learn to read to 
keep up." 


In October 18B8 the war vntornn 


came to Navarro county, 
Toxna, 


where ho has made his home slncn. 
Ho found a heavily wooded area of 
post oaks and a dlfforont country 
from the one wo know today. His 
account of tbe grant blliwnrd'which 
a few old-timers will remember was 
Interesting. 
He and his brother 


wore working In a wooded sec- 
tion on a warm day, when the bliz- 
zard suddenly struck In the form 
of a blue northor. "We had to cross 
a clearing of about a half mile," 
ho related, "and were both nearly 
froxon by the time 
we 
reached 


shelter. Blizzards wore fairly com- 
mon until the earthquake at Sun 
Franclaco and, although no one has 
explained It, there have boon none 
since." 


Negro Soldiers On Guard. 


One Incident stood out In Lt. 


Gen. Woolf's review of Texas poli- 
tics. In 1872, tho year Texas wan 
readmitted to tho union, an olnctlon 
was called to vote tho Btnte ticket, 
he reported. All voting hncl to hu 
done nt the county sent and K. .1. 
Davis, "cnrpetbaKKor" governor WHO 
In Corslcunn with a company of 
negro soldiers to keep order. Every 
voter had to walk between a double 
column of the negro soldiers, each 
one holding n bayonet, to vote. 
Colonel R. Q. Mills, who was run- 
ning for his first term In Congress, 
stood on a goods box not 30 feet 
from 
the 
"scalawag" 
governor, 


Woolf recalled, und abused tho gov- 
ernor heartily. Every man had on 
his six-shooter and tho governor 
took the abuse. Ben Wimborly and 
Woolf aro tho only two men alivo 
who wore present for tho election 
which voted down martial law.

(Spl.)—Texas cotton farmers will 
receive a 7-pound per bale allow- 
anco for cotton wrapped In cotton 
patterns tills year. 


The new program, under which 


cotton is substituted for the tradi- 
tional jute wrapping, is the cul- 
minaion of years of Intensive ac- 
tion by state and federal agencios 
to get buyers and handlers of 
cotton to make allowance for ad- 
ditional cotton In a bale wrapped 
with fabric. 


Cotton patterni and ties on a 


600-pound bale weigh about 
14 


pounds while the jute wrapper and 
ties weigh from 21 to 22 pounds, 
Fred Renncls, asiistant adminis- 
trative officer 
of the AAA in 
Texas, said. 
The cotton bale covering 
not 
only gives a-neat appearing and 
well protected bale, but permits 
the packing of more lint per bale 
and glvca producers an opportunity 
to usa a fabric manufactured from 
their own product, he explained- 


The 1942 program provides for 
production of 4,000,000 cotton pat- 
terns which will be sold by mills 
to producers at a fixed price of 
$1.10 and to wholesale distributors 
at ?1.00 per pattern. This is cloao 
to prevailing prices for jute pat- 
terns. 
Since 11,000 bales are required 
to make 1,000,000 cotton 
patterns, 
it would take about 130,000 bales 
to moke enough patterns to cover 
a 12,000,000-bale cotton crop, Ken- 
nels said.
